Hitler and Mussolini in Europe. 


Recounting the loss of the Dulch 


Easl Indies and of Ihe Malayan 
peninsula and the great British 
base at Singapore, Churchill said 
'all this has lo be retrieved and 
much else has to be repaid." 


"Let no one suggesl the prime 


minister said, that Britain has nol 
at least as great interest in the 
Pacific war as the United Stoles." 


Churchill was grellcd by Speak- 


er Rayburn (D-Tcx.) «in his of- 
fice before Ihe yentered the House 
chamber.

Allies Brace
